t,'*Cfl Salmon Stocfc for Plcfecrcl Bait. 


Within the past two years the State 


of Maine has placed more than 50,- 
OQO landlocked salmon, fry in Bremer'g 
and Field's poncjs, two large sheets of 
water near Banger. This winter the 
fishermen have been taking large 
quantities 
of pickerel 
from 
these 


ponds, using live' bail, which the fish 
seemed greedy to get. On Sunday a 
warden was sent out to see that the 
law was observed, and found about 
twenty fishermen, -every one of whom 
had his hoolis baited with young sal- 
mon, 
which were dipped from the 


shoal places and blowholes on the 
borders of the pone's. The matter has 
been brought to the attention of the 
Fish and Game Commission, who will 
no aoubt close the ponds for five years 
until the young fry have grown up, as 
the State can hardly afford to grow 
young salmon for pickerel bait. The 
practice of using Qsh from the hatch- 
eries for bait is r.aid to prevail all 
over Maine, particularly in ponds that 
have been newly stocked.

Imitation Jewels. 


A leading prirna donna wears in one 


role a beautiful parute of diamonds, 
and she horrified another singer in the 
company by telling her that they were 
French imitations that had not cost 
one-fifth what they seemed to have 
cost. The other woman was distressed 
because all of hers were, veal and 
the thought of the money invested iu 
them was too much for her. Imita- 
tion jewels have come to bo so finely 
made that detection is almost impos- 
sible. Even for ordinary wear they 
are accounted beautiful, and it is only 
the knowledge of their falsity which 
makes them unpopular. Pot- every or- 
dinary purpose they are as useful as 
the genuine pieces. ..The last jewels 
to be imitated with wonderful success 
are rubies, and they happen to be a 
fashionable stone just now. The man- 
ufactory \\hich lias these imitation 
rubies on the market is situated in 
London, and it has already been said 
there that the price of real rubies will 
certainly fall in consequence of the 
discovery of these wonderful imita- 
tions. The profits of tbe company 
making the rubies are said to be $185,- 
000 a year. Sapphires are also manu- 
factured, but they are not considered 
so successful as the other stones. Ar- 
tificial rubies weighing fo-ry carats 
can he produced, but are not, as there 
would be no sale for stones of that 
size. An authority has said that there 
is no way known to him by which 
these stones can be told from the gen- 
uine ones. The stones, although made 
in England, and in some instances cut 
by well-known jewelers, are bold only 
on the Continent. 
There are several 


companies manufacturing them, al- 
though the best are the product of one 
firm. A London jeweler questioned as 
to the possible results of these good 
aoid cheap imitations said that the 
stones impossible to imitate might be- 
come the most valuable and the most

thirty thousand specimens—wonderful 
creations too—Cyclopeans whose sin- 
gle eye might have frightened the com- 
panions of Ulysses, ancient swine with 
bath lower limbs united, animals with, 
two heads and, eight legs, twins with j 
trunks united &c.—everything from the 
domain of fable to augment his scien- 
tific conquests.

One may obtain monsters in various 


ways—by warming the egg unequally, 
by varnishing or ^glazing certain "por- 
tions of the shell, by shaking it during 
ta« 'period that separates the laying 
of the e"gg and putting it in to incu- 
bate. Only recently Feve made mons-

anything on the Pacific coast, and 
there are only one or two mines in the 
country which have machinery to 
equal it. 
I came up 1,500 feet in the 


stoaft in twenty seconds. 
This is at 


the rate of almost a mile a minute, 
and by comparison the swiftest eleva-- 
tors in the tall buildings in San Fran- 
cisco are slow coaches. 
When the 


mine is in regular operation the cage 
will be run at the speed of thirty miles 
an hour in lifting ore. 
This remark- 


able hoist was manufactured in San 
Francisco, and seems to embrace no 
new principle—just a very large drum 
and the usual cable."—Oakland, Cal., 
Times. 


Tbe Mile in Many Countries. 


The English mile, used also in this 


country, measures 1,760 yards, or 5,280 
feet. But the mile of foreign countries 
varies almost as much as the language, 
so that traveling a mile is one thing 
in France, and quite another thing, 
either shorter or longer, in other coun- 
tries. 
The French system of the "kil- 


ometre," or 1,000 metres, is also used 
in Belgium and Holland. To cyclers 
and others traveling in those countries 
the kilometre—equal to 1,094 yards- 
is used as a mile measure. The Span- 
ish mile is 1,522 yards, and the Russian 
only 1,167 yards. But the Chinese have 
the easiest time of all in making a mile 
record, their mile being only 609 yards. 
In Norway and Sweden the mile is 11,- 
690 yards, and in Germany it equals 
three English miles. Other differences 
are: Italian, 2.025 yards; Portuguese, 
2,250; Austria, 8,297, and Denmark, 
8,238.

"H U remarkable how quickly horses 


adapt themselves to tbe military ser- 
vice," said an old soldier. "Every ar- 
tilleryman knows that they learn the 
bugle calls and tbe evolutions quicker 
than the men. as a rule. They soon ac- 
quire a uniform gz.ii. wnica is about 
the same as what we call the route 
st«p or the usual inarching step. 
If 


the horses did not acquire the same 
gait as the infantry there would be 
varying distances between the different 
arms of the servicj;—that is, between 
the infantry and th* cavalry, artillery. 
and the commanders and their escorts. 
In the drills in the artillery service 
the horses will preserve their align- 
ment as well as th* infantry rank. 


,"I shall always remenfber one illus- 


tration of tai* trait which I noted at a 
very exciting and c/itical moment of a 
battle during our civil war. In order 
to save some of ou* infantry from be- 
ing surrounded and captured the mjm- 
mander of one of onr batteries quickly 
mounted the cannoneers on the guns 
and put the whole battery at a dead 
gallop across a stretch of meadow 
about half a mile wide. I was quite ac- 
customed to such sights; but when that 
dashing company was half way across 
the field I noticed the inspiring array, 
and for a moment vas lost in rapt ad- 
miration of the Rjagnificeat picture. 
Every driver was plying whip.and spur, 
the great guns wer» rocking and thun- 
dering over the ground, and every, 
horse, peeking witk. foam and full of 
animation and excitement, was strain- 
i?g every nauECle as he galloped for- 
ward, yet a straight Jme^drawn along 
i^ front would, hava* touched-the noses 
oC the lead horses in.front of the six 
gjins. That was an artillery charge, 
ope of the most thrilling sights in the 
evolutions of war. 
. "It is surprising how quickly horses 
learn the bugle calls. 
Let the first 


note of the feed or water call be sound- 
ed, and instantly Inure will be a stamp- 
ing, kicking, and neighing among the 
horses. Once, during a terrible night 
storm in camp, our horses were seized 
with such terror that those of nearly" 
every battery broke loose and scattered 
about< The next morning there was a 
wild rush among the artillerymen to 
capture horses for use. AH was ex- 
citement, and the horses refused to be 
caught. 
An officer ordered the bugler 


to give the feed cal>. Horses _from ev- 
eryvdirection came dashing in to that 
.battery and tae rush was so great that 
it was with, difficulty the men could get 
out of the way of the eager horses. 


, "When it comes to a battle a horse 
seems to know everything that is going 
ou and the reason for it all,, and does 
his duty nobly. He enters into the 
spirit of a battle like a human being. 
He shows no fear of death, no sign of 
oeing overcome by panic in all the 
wild tumult of the battle's roar. 
A 


horse in one of our batteries during 
the Murfreesboro figM was hit by a 
piece of shell, which split his skull, 
so that one side was loosened. The 
driver turned him loose, but he walked 
up to the side of the gun and watched 
the firing, and when a shot was fired 
would follow it with his gaze as it Co 
note its effect on the enemy." When a 
shell would burst nearby he would turn 
his head and look at it, WiJen he saw 
.the team he had worked with being 
driven back for ammunition, he ran to 
liis old place and galloped back with 
the rest. When an rofficer pushed hjm 
aside to have another horse put in 
he gazed at the new^one with a most 
sorrowful expression in his eyes. Then 
he seemed to realize that the glory of 
battle was no more for 'him, and he 
walked away and lay down and died. 
The officer "declared that it was a brok- 
en heart, not tbe wound, that killed

The fur mark«t covers several acres,

In 
case you wish for less than a whole 
fish, tbe dealer will pull one out of 
the water, lay it on the block and cut 
a piece of quivering flesh out of the 
side while you wait, throw the rem- 
nant back into a separate pail of wa- 
ter, and wait for another customer to 
take it.

. Tbe Tartar city is in many respects 
different from the rest of Peking. In 
it dwell the thousands of Manchu offi- 
cjals,- the foreign legations, the Govern- 
ment departments, and all the para- 
phernalia of this queer Chinese Court. 
It is the most interesting city on the 
face of the globe, and its sights really 
beggar description.

. On all the postage stamps of Guate- 


mala is engraved a somewhat distort- 
ed-representation of the quezzel, which 
is rightly called the bird of,liberty, as 
it dies almost immediately when cap- 
tured. So extreme is its love for free- 
dom that if captured and in a few sec- 
onds restored J:o liberty it would secern 
as if the contamination of the' hand 
could not be removed, and it will drop 
lifeless after flying but a few yards. If 
it is caught in a trap it is always found 
dead, and when the young are taken' 
from the nest they die+ at once,-\It 
is found in only a small portion of the 
country, and is seldom seen -ali-vav 
since it cannot be kept long in cap- 
tivity.
